She Grants to Amorioans Territory 
Olaimod by England. 


'S'AKÍBAÜLT, Minn., April 8.—Donald 
Grant, a -wealthy contractor of this city; 
W. H. Fisher, lat3Q manui?Gr of the Du- 
luth and Wlniilpniï railroad, and J. A. 
Bowman, a Grand Rapid;? (Minn.), banlîer, 
hftTO Jasti returned from Venezuela, where 
th«y obtained a coTicessinn of land at the 
mouth of the Orinoco running láS miles 
Bouth and from fifteen to fifty miles east 
and west. It is riuh in minerals» mahog- 
any, rosewood and dye woods. They also 
have the rlffht to mine asphalt on a nmall 
Uland near Trinidad. The ayudicate will 
Invest a good deal of capital iu working 
the oouccsaion, aud Mr. Fisher is to bo 
the manager. 


WASHINGTON. April 3.—There is a prreafc 
deal more in the news from Faribault of 
the grant of a concessiou by Venezuela at 
the mouth of the Orinoco than is indicated 
In the dispatch. This coucession may bo- 
come more or less famous in the history of 
the diplomacy of the United States and 
Great Britain. 
The concessiou is well 
calculated to bring to an acute stage the 
most troublesome diplomatic question be- 
fore the state department, and ouo which, 
as stated heretofore, has causcd the ad- 
ministratiou more real concern than the 
Alllanca affair, the late Guatemalan-Mex- 
ican dispute and other international epi- 
iodes* 


Tho concession Is in the heart of the ter- 
ritory long in dispute between Venezuela 
and Groat Britain, and Ambassador Bay- 
ard for some time has vainly striven, iu 
accordance with a 
resolution 
recently 
adopted by congress, to persuade Great 
Britain to submit the wholo dispute to ar- 
bitration, Great Britain being willing to 
arbitrate only beyond what is known as 
the Schömberg line. 
There have been in- 
timations that the administration, In the 
event of a physical conflict over the dis- 
puted lands, might deem it necessary In 
the enforcement of tho Monroe doctrino 
to follow up the moral aid it has tendered 
Venezuela with more substantial and pcv 
tent assistance. 
Tho fact that citizens of 
the United States, by this concession, aro 
thrust. BO to speak, betweeu Great Britain 
ttud the United States, considerably in- 
creases the measure of this country's ro- 
eponsibility. 


Senor Andrade, the Venezuelan minis- 
ter at Washington, when seen concerning 
the Faribault paragraph, said that he had 
no official confirmation of the grant of tho 
concession, but added that ho does not 
doubt its correctness, as It Is in lino with 
reports that such concessions would be 
made. 


Tho land Included in the concession, ho 
Bald, Is the vital point of conflict between 
Great Britain and Venezuela. Tho Orinoco 
Is the great commercial artery of South 
America, running far inland, through 
Venezuela, Brazil and other countries. 
Whoever controls tho mouth of tho river, 
Minister Andrade said, will control this 
great commerce. Great Britain has taken 
possession of Punta Barina, at tho mouth, 
which is to the Orinoco what tho Island of 
Gibraltar Is to tho Medltorranean. 
She 
has also equipped a naval station on Trin- 
idad Island, just off tho moutli. 
Her 
clalma embrace both banks of the stream 
at the mouth. It Is part of this important 
Btrategetlc territory that Venezeula now 
grants the United States citizens. 
Tho 
conceeslons near Trinidad Island la bo- 
lloved to be tho Island of Palos. It is very 
near to the British naval station, and par- 
ticularly rich in asphalt. 


Tho present concession Is the most em- 
phatic declaration of ownership Venezuela 
has made since latíá. In that year a con- 
cession was made to Messrs. Fitzgerald and 
Turnbull, citizens of tho United States, 
of paît of this Orinoco territory. It was 
about to bo operated by a United States 
.company known as tho Manoa company, 
when Great Britain entered such an em- 
phatic protest that Venezuela cancelled 
the concession. Slnco then tho conflict 
between Great Britain and Venezuela has 
been waged through 
diplomatic chan- 
nels. Now Venezuela reasserts her rights, 
and turns them over to United States clti- 
ions. Tho intoresting question thus arises 
wliether Great Bi'ltain will endeavor to 
prevent tho Unltud States syndicate from 
operating its concession. 


An Arintstico Granted In Chin»« 


TOKIO, March 8t).—The emperor of Japan 
has duclared an unconditional armistice. 
On tho opening of the negotiations yester- 
day tho Chinese plenipotentiary proposed 
the armistice, which tho Japanese govei'n- 
mont was willing to accept on certain con- 
ditions, Whilst the negotiation was go- 
ing on tho untoward liappened on the per- 
son of tho Chineao plenipotentiary. 
His 
majesty, tho emperor, in vlow of this un- 
happy occurrence, commanded the Jap- 
anese pleniputontiaries tu consent to tem- 
porary armistice without conditions. Koy- 
ama liokunu&uki, the young Japanese who 
attempted to assassinate Li Hung Chang, 
has been sentenced to penal servitude for 
life. 


Great Britain UM a T^abor Arl^itrator* 
LONDON. April JJ.—The government hat 
offered, through the board of trade, to as- 
certain tho subjects in dispute between 
tho boot and shoe manufacturers aud theif 
employei, with a view to arbitrating the 
trouble. The Times, in an editorial, sayg 
that this is tho iivat really businesblik# 
suggestion of the kind.

A C C I D E N T . 


F o u r Killed and Sovornl I n j u r e d by J u m p - 
ing f r o m the Can 


HAZLETON. Pa., April 1;—A horrible ca- 
tastroplio ocourrod on Saturday at Joans- 
villo, when a tron<5y car rau away^ da^hod 
down tho mountain, instantly 
killing 
threo paiisongers, fatally injuring 
two 
more, while others were badly hurt, 
Tho 
motormnn on tho Lehigh.'Traction lino 
lost control of his car, and tho passengers 
who wore killed and injured had leappdco 
save their lives. The dead are: Mrs. John 
Early, of Beavor MoadoAV; Edward Early, 
hor son, agod 8 years; Mrs,^ Watkin T, 
"Williams, of Hazlotou; Mrs. Joseph Evans, 
) of Hazleton, who died from her injuries 
last night. Mrs. Evans was the only per- 
son remaining on tho car who sustiviued 
any Injuries. 
Tho others were hurt in 
jumpiug. 
Her 10-year-old son, James, Is 
in a critical condition. 


Motorman Albert Seltzwas in charge of 
the car. There were nearly a scoro of pas- 
sengers in tho oar, and it was gliding 
along at a rapid speed when It reached the 
top of tho mountain at Jeansvillo. 
The 
car crossed the brow aud started down tho 
Incline. It had not gone far, however, 
When tho passengers notlcqd that they 
wero being whizzed along at a fearful 
speed. In a moment all aeemod to realize 
that they wero aboard a runaway car. 
Motorman Soitz had lost control of it and 
away it dash(^d down tho mountain. 


Then somebody rushed for the rear door. 
Instantly overy other passenger followed. 
There were shrieks and cries aud the con- 
ductor, who stood on tho rear platform, 
was imable to allay their fear. At this 
moment the car was rushing at awful 
speed, perhaps forty miles an hour. Then 
ofi leaped one of tho passonorers. It was a 
woman. She struck tho ground, rolled 
over and over down the decline, and was 
found thore a corpse. Another followed 
her, then from both sides of tho rear plat- 
form thoy leaped to escape death. 
Threo 
of those who jumped were killed instantly, 
while tho others received injuries of more 
or less severity. 


The car kept tho rails until It neared tho 
bottom of tho lucllno, whon It jumped tho 
track and ran against a telograjjh polo. 
The polo was knocked down aud tho car 
plunged into a ditch, badly wrecked. 


D E A T H O F E D I T O R 
S T O N E , 


T h e Veteran JournaliclJ \Vlio3,<3 P a p e r Was 
Suspended by President iiincoln. 


NEW YÜKK, April 3.—David M. Stono, 
who for forty-four years Wiis editor of tho 
New York Journal of Commerco, died last 
night at his homo in Brooklyn. His death 
resulted from a complication of 
heart 
troubles, after an Illness of about 
a 
month. Mr. Stone was a native of Con- 
necticut, and was 77 years of ago. 


An important event in the history of The 
Joiu'nal of Commerco was its suppression 
by tho government. In laiil, and the arrest 
of some of its editors, for publishlug a 
proclamation, purporting to havo been is- 
sued by President Lincoln, calling for vol- 
unteers to serve in the war and appointing 
a day for fasting and prayer. The procla- 
mation had been loft at the newspaper of- 
fices about 8 o'clock in the morning, after 
the responsible editors had departed. The 
government, learningof tho mistake,with- 
di'ew the troops from tho newspaper office 
and tho editors wore released from prison 
and the paper from suspension. 


Shot T h r o u g h a Car Window, 


ATLANTIC CITY, April 3. — John 
B. 
Faunco, ox-speaker of tho Pennsylvania 
house of ropresontatlves, was accidentally 
shot yesterday afternoon whllo riding 
from Camden to Atlantic City. Tho shoot- 
ing occurred at West Collingswood. John 
Kichardson, Gilbert Hubert and Robert 
Swain, aged respectively 14, 15 and 1(5 
years, were standing on tho embankment 
next to the railroad shooting birds with 
an air gun. When the train approachcd 
Richardson had the gun at his slioulder, 
and, according to tho story told by him in 
jail, tho bank of earth on which ho was 
standing gave way as tho train passed, his 
arm was jolted and tho weapon was dls 
charged. Mr. Faunco was sitting by a 
window reading a newsjjaper, and tho 
charge entered his neck below tho base of 
the brain. 
While the wound is i)ainful, it 
is not considered dangerous. The boys, 
who live in Camden, were all arrested,

SACRAMENTO, CaL, April 1.—Two train 
robbers held up the north bound Oregon 
express four miles north of Wheatland, 
The robbers started to go through the pas- 
senger coaches, whon Shoriff Bogard, of 
Tehama county, opened fire on them. One 
of the robburs was fihot dead. Tho other 
jumped from tho car, wunt to tho other 
end and shot Sheriff Bogard from the rear, 
and then fled. Tho sherJJT died in a few 
minutes.

shot in tho neck aud log, aud jnay die, Tho 
dead robber has been identified as Jolin J. 
Duly, ex-clerk of the Golden Eagle hotel 
at Marysville.

An A m e n d m e n t Aimod at tho Abolition 
of "Speak Ka*to*." 


nARKTSurRw, March 80.—A cari.lond of 
petitions and memorials was dumped on 
Sppakor Walton's desk in tho house yes- 
terday. Mr. Pcnniwoll. of. Philadelphia, 
presented a petition signed by 20,000 citi- 
zens of tho state, priiying for tho passage 
of a bill for tho ostabltshmonfe of a stato 
hospital for the Insane, under tho homaso- 
pathic <-reatment. 
Numerous petitions 
wero presonted from granges asking for 
the passage of tho new revenue bill. 
Tho 
petition of James W. M. Newlln, of Phila- 
delphia, to impeach Judge Gordon, whom 
the Quaker City lawyer chariros with hold 
lug a secret court, iu violation of tho bill 
of rights, was referred to tho general ju 
diciary committee. 


A spocial order was made for tho "sweat 
shop" bill, increasing the number of dep- 
uty factory Inspectors froni twelve ta 
twenty. Tho bill making a uniform rato 
of railroad faro at two cents a mllo was re- 
ported from commltteo with a nesratlvo 
rt'commendation. 
Two unsuccessful at- 
tempts wore made to adjourn the houso 
until next Wednesday morning. 


HAUUrsBUua, April 1.—Tho house will 
go it alone this week. 
Tho soiuite has ad- 
journed over tho week, that the sohators 
may look after their spring settlements, 
Tho house is too far behind in its work to 
adjourn. There are now over 1,100 bills on 
the senate and house calendars, and not 
loss than 200 In committeo that will bo 
brought out. Tho average number of bills 
passing tho houso finally last weok was 
only throe a day. Usually about 375 bills 
are passed each session. 


Tho appropriation, rovonuo and appor- 
tioujuont bills are still in committeo, PX- 
copt the judicial apportionment bill. This 
measure has gime through the house, 
will be road the first time in tho sim 
next Monday. During the past week 
governor signed fivo bills. 
Ho has not yvb 
actod on John Fow's bill to abolish tho 
kissing of tho Bilile iu administering oaths. 
This is the only bill befox'o the governor 
awaiting his action. 
The friends of tho 
measure believe it will be approved. 
Tho 
resolutions calling for clerical correction 
in tho bills creating a separate orphans* 
court in Schuylkill and providing for a 
license for private detectives are still un- 
signed. ITp to date tho governor has ap- 
proved fifteen bills, vetoed five and Bigned 
twonty-two resolutions. 


Tho boomers of a "greater Pittsburg" 
will make an effort this evening to secur» 
a special order for tho annexation bills. 
These measures havo passeil tho senate 
and are on tho house calendar for second 
reading. The anti-Quay county people are 
opposing tho bills, and tho chances are tho 
Pittsburgers will not be allowed tiiis p-^lv- 
ilege. The Baker "sweat shop" blll.which 
provides for eight additional factory in- 
spectors, will come up on a special order 
for second reading tomorrow and third 
reading on Wednesday. 
Tho puinj food 
bill tomes up on Thursday for second 
reading. _ 


HAUHISBUHG, Apinl S.—AT>RN to aiiiond 
the eighteenth section of tho Brooks high 
license act was introduced in tho houso 
last evening by Mr. Stewart, of Philadel- 
phia. The proposed ameutlmeut} provides 
that any hotel, houso, or room whero 
liquors are sold, olierod for salo, drunk or 
given away, in violation of tho law, shall 
bo declared to bo disorderly houses. 
A 
violation of tho act is made a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of 
and Imprison- 
ment. It is also provided that persons to 
so offend shall have knowledge of tho il- 
licit sale of vinous, splritous or malt 
liquors or any admixture thereof on tho 
promises upon which ho or sho has been 
found. 


A resolution was adopted directing tho

HOT BREADS. 


These receipts given by Eliza Par- 
ker in the Detroit Preo Press will be 
found wholesome 
and easy to pre- 
pare : 


Lady 
Washinc^ton Eolb—Scald a 
pint of milk and let cool; add a table- 
spoonful of butter, a teaspoonful of 
salt and sugar each, stir until well 
mixed; sift in two quarts of flour and 
beat for five minutes; add half a cup- 
ful of yeast, cover an I set in a warm 
place overnight; kneed, sifc in flour 
to make soft dough, work well'i put 
back in the breadijan, and keep'warm 
lor an hour; -work down, make out in 
little rolls, put in a greased pan, stand 
in a very wiirm place for fifteen or 
twenty minutes, and bake in a very 
hot oven. 


Cream Biscuit—Sift a quart of flour 
with one toasi^oonl'ul oi; baking pow- 
der; add a teasi^oonful of salt and 
sweet cream 
to form a soft dough; 
roll thin, cut with a biscuit cutter, 
and bake iu a very hot oven. 


Boston Biscuit—Sift ono quart of 
flour, add a teasp'^onful of salt and o 
tablespoonful of lard; mix with sweet 
milk and beat hard for twenty min- 
utes ; roll thin, out out, xjrick with a 
fork, and bake in a very hot oven. 


FJour MuiiiQS—Sift one quart of 
flour with two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, add a tablespoonful oi melted 
butter, a teaspoonful of salt, a teacup 
of sweet milk and three beaten eggs; 
bake in well greased muffin irons. 


Corn Meal -^.ufllns—Boat two oggs, 
add a x^iut oi: buttermilk, a teaspoon- 
ful of soda and salt each, with corn- 
meal to make stiiTf batter; bako in 
muffin moulds in a hot oven. 


Graham Muffins—Beat one egg, add 
ft pint of new milk, a little salt, and 
graham flour to make thick batter; 
bake in muffin moulds in a not oven. 


Cold Water Gems—Sift a quart of 
graham flour, add a pinch of salt, and 
cold water to make a stiff batter; heat 
gem pans very hot, grease well, fill 
with the batter, and bake in a very 
quick oven. 


Kice Waffles—Mix a cupful of rico 
(boiled) 
with a quart of flour, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, three 
beaten oggs, ateaspoonful each of salt 
and sugar; add sweet milk to make a 
thin 
batter; 
bake quickly in well 
greased waffle irons. 


Southern Pan Cakes—Beat four eggs 
and a half pound of flour together un- 
til smooth, molt four ounces of-butter, 
and add with one ounc^ of sugar a lit* 
tie salt and half a pint of milk; put a 
Bpoonful at a time in a greased frying 
pan, spread evenly over the surface, 
turui and serve hot. 


Indian Pan Cakes—Sift a pint oi 
yellow corn meal, add ^ teaspoonfal 
of £alt and soda each, pour over hot 
wator to make a thick mush; latstand 
until cool; add the beaton yolks ol 
four eggs and half a cupufl of 
flour, 
with butter milk to makQ batter; beat 
the whites 
of 
the eggs, and stir in 
oafefnlly; bake in largo cakes on a 
well greased griddle.

CONVENTION. 


In pursuance of the call issued by the 
Executive Committee of 
tho 
Adams 
County Sunday School Association, the 
first Annual Convention was hold in St. 
James Lutheran church, Gettysburg, on 
Thursday, i^Iaroh 2Sth 


At 10 o^clock, a goodly number of Sun- 
day School w^orkers, representing a large 
piU'tion of the county, having assembled, 
Rev. D. T Koser, President of the county 
Association, called the Convention to 
order and conihicted devotional service, 
with Rev. R. H. Clare in charge of the 
music.

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STRANGE FISH OF ALASKA. 


VAST SCHOOIiS TT3ED B T NATIVES 
FOR VARIED PURPOSES. 
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Food, Liffht, B u t t e r and 
Mcdlolno 
Supplied by the 
Candlellsh—Yu- 
kon Salmou—Wlialo Iluntins* 
¥ 


R. WM. R 
OTIS, of Po- 
mona, Gal., who bas been 
one of fclie Government ich- 
thyologists 
for 
several 
years, has gone upon a scientific expe- 
dition to the Gulf of Mexico. 
He was 
recently in Alaska for ten months 
studying the strange fish of that re- 
gion in the interests of the Smithson- 
ian Institution. 


"The most interesting fish I have 
ever observed is the candlefish of 
Alaska," said Mr, Otis the other day. 
*Tvr the variety of Its uses there's no 
fish like it. 
It is about the fiize of 
the common smelt, and averages ten 
inches in length. 
It runs in vast 
schools along the coast of Alaska. 
There is no better pan fish, and it is 
as fat as possible. In faot, these finny 
delicacies are so fat that the natives 
use them dried for candles, fixing 
them in forked sticks and lighting one 
end. 
Their fat the Eskimos • also try 
oat for butter, and as a substitute it 
is not so bad as you might suppose. 
Prepared in the shape of oil it serves 
as a substitute for that obtained from 
cod livers, and great quantities of it 
are sold by apothecaries jiow in this 
form, 


"Of course the great fish wealth of 
Alaska lies in the abundance of sal- 
mon, 
The biggest variety, called the 
king salmon, is gigantic, growing from 
fiixty to ninety pounds in weight. 
It 
leaves the ooean about Jnno of each 
year for the purpose of spawning, go- 
ing 1200 miles up the rivers. 
The 
natives dry these salmon for winter 
use, cutting them into three slices 
after removing the^heads, and leaving 
the backbone in the middle slice, so 
that all three slices are connected by 
the tail. 
Thus prepared, the fish are 
called 'chowicheeukall,' and two or 
three of them dried weigh at least fifty 
pounds. 
One is considered a sufl5cient 
food supply for one day for six men 
aud the dogs that haul their sledges. 
Bought from the natives on the great 
Yukon River, a single ukali is valued 
at one leaf of tobacco or five or six 
musket balls. 
The chowichee of the 
Yukon is held iu such high esteem 
that the Russians used to salt down 
several hogsheads of it annually for 
the Ozar's table when Russia owned 
Alaska, ' 


"In Alaska every native is a fisher- 
man, because almost the entire jDopu- 
lation depend upon the resources of 
the water for food. 
The men spear 
aud net and trap, the salmon, while the 
women do what they can to help, drag- 
ging great strings of the captured fish 
alcmg the water's edge, and watching 
the gill nets in readiness to seize and 
club to death the scaly victims that 
get entangled. 
The work of curing 
and dressing the fish falls naturally to 
the lot of the women. 
The usual sup- 
ply of salmon put up by a family of 
four is 1500 fish, averaging five pounds 
each before they are cured and half a 
pound each when dried- 
The stores 
accumulated in the ^varm season are 
not touched until the inclemency of 
the weather about November 1 ren- 
ders fishing no loDger practicable. As 
a rule, by May 1, when fishing be- 
comes again x^racticable, the reserve 
supplies have been exhausted, and 
starvation threatens. 
Each family, in 
addition to its dried stock, puts up 
for the winter half a barrel or so of 
dried salmon roe. 


"The Alaskan waters fairly swarm 
with food fishes. Off the coast there 
are codiish banks equal in productive- 
ness those of New England, 
Several 
kinds of rock cod swim in vast num- 
bers in the ocean near land. 
Among 
these is the palatable greenfish, so- 
called because its ilesh is of a greenish 
color, but the unusual hue disappears 
in cooking. 
In the rivers very far 
North different varieties of white fishes 
take the place of the salmon. 
They 
grow to thirty pounds in weight and 
are of delicious flavor. Grayling are 
abundant also in tho rapid streams. 
Dolly Varden trout are multitudinous 
in tho rivers and tidal waters, growing 
to fifteen pounds. 
These are only a 
few of the valuable finny species in 
this great Territory that seems de- 
signed as a paradise for the fisherman. 
Pike, redfish and dogfish are mostly 
utilized as food for the dogs. 


"In such enormous schools are the 
common herrings of the Pacific found 
on the Northwest coast—most delicious 
and fat they are said to be—that ves- 
i^els sail for hours through shoals of 
them, and a lazy Indian with a stick 
full of nails can impale enough for a 
boat load in a short time. 
Often it 
happens that acres of grass on shore 
are found.covered with herring eggs, 
which an unnsually high tide has left 
stranded. 
The natives collect the eggs 
thus deposited and dry them. 


"The hook for catching halibut used 
by the Alaskan Indians is much more 
effective than the weapon used by 
white men of New England for the 
sacne purpose. 
It is a forked stick 
shod with sharp iron ot one extremity 
and baited with a whole herring. 
"When swallowed it holds the mouthjof 
the fish open, so that it quickly 
drowns. 
Lines provided with these 
hoolii are commonly set overnight. 


with buoys to hold them made out of 
the inflated stomachs of seals. 


"The hunting of white whales is an 
important industry among tho coast 
Indians of Alaskii. 
The animals are 
very timid, and, coming in with the 
tide, they are easily driven int& shoal 
water by shouting and splashing with 
oars, whereupon they are despatched 
with flint-shod spears. 
No 
other 
weapons are used for this purpose, be- 
cause to do so would be sure to entail 
misfortune, according to the native 
supfirstition. 
When a whale is taken 
the flesh and blub*^er are common 
property! but the v/halebone belongs 
to the captors. 
The jawbones are em- 
ployed for shoeing sled runners, and 
the'ribs and jaws are used in construct- 
ing the framework of wintei dwell- 
ings. 
Fresh or tainted, indifferently, 
the meat is esteemed a delicacy for 
eating."—Now York Sun.

We believe that certxin 
crops may be grown in a young orch- 
ard, but the lire of crops is limited 
in New England, and we should not 
like to have to draw up a formula for 
fifteen yea^^s' use of tlie orchard in 
other crops, giving fertilizer for tho 
crops, and at the same time one that 
would keep the trees healthy and in 
condition to yield a fair crop when 
old enough. 
Nor would $1 it per acre 
very soon repay the cost of land and 
setting and caring for an orchard as 
it should be, when land could be sold 
for as high prices as it could be sold 
for within ten miles of Boaton.—Boa* 
ton Cultivator,
